A Green Book has just heen issued relative to 
the Italian colony established at Assab Hay, on 
the Red Sea coast. It contains 229 docanents, 
the titst Qvelve af which treat of the commence- 
ment of the enterprise in 1870-71, the remainder 
relating toa period extending from November, 
1879, to April, 1882. A despatch from: Signor 
Visconti Venosta, dated April 16th, 1870, gives 
an accountof the first establishment of an Italian 
colony at Assab, and proofs of the lepitimate 
acquisition of that ‘place by Italy are afforded 
in despatches from the same Minister, dated 
August 26th, 1870, March tst, 1871, and April 
sth, 871 Nearly ten years afterwards the 
Rubattino Company, having resumed the under- 
taking, Signor Cairoli, President of the Councit 
of Ministers, defined the legal position of the 
Government in the matter.in despatches sent to 
London on November 25th, 1879, to Cairo on 
January 6th, 1880, and ‘to London’ on January 
oth and January 25th. In that of January pth 

‘Signor Cairoli summed up the views of the 
Government as follows:—"We accept as le- 
gally binding the contracts of purchase con- 
cluded by M. Rubatting with the native 
chiefs, who possess in Assab not only the rights 
of private property, but also, sovercipn authority. 
We declare that it is not our intention to estab- 
lish there a centre for a military force, but we 
demand inthe meantime that no one shall dig- 
turb the present conditions of possession.” Ina 
despatch dated Jan, 23, 1880, Signor Cairoli re- 
futed the apprehensions expressed by Lord Salis- 
bury, who, in reply to a previous despatch, had 
stated: that he would view with sympathy the 

‘success Of commercial enterprise at Assab if it 
had no political character, the road to India belng 
such a sensitive chord with England, Signor 

. Mancini, on Jan. 15, 1881, put forward the idea

“The rapid movement of contemporancous 
thought did justice, evento a fault, to error in 
thesystems which succeed eachother. ‘The posi- 
tivism which interdicted all research into the 
causes and origin of things was now past; and 
the question of origin was raised afresh on a 
more ainple field. ‘fhe question of the origin 
of man was ideniical with that of the origin 
of beings. in general. Two great schools were 
face to face—the school of evolution and that 
of creation—their principle representatives being 
found especially in France. ‘The lecturer then 
referred to recent manifestations of materialism 
and'spiritualism, and to the great philosophers 
attached to nu religious body—Virchow, Claude 
Hemard, and others.. There was, he said, a 
theory of evolution which was not contrary to 
that of creation, it was that which admitted the 
intervention in the origin of things of an intelli. 
gent and powerful Cause. Darwinism, which 
was far from being absolutely demonstrated 
scientifically, was not incompatible with theism, 
Mr Wallace being witness. Great service had 
been rendered by it to science. The laws of 
evolution laid down by it implied divine interven. 
tion, The theory of evolution as formulated by 
Mn Herbert Spencer and Herr Haeckel was in. 
compatible with theism.. The principal scientific 
objections to this theory were—t, That it did 
notexplain the progress of beings~-their cvolu- 
tion, 2, That it could-not cause life, sensation, 
or mind to proceed fram pure mechanism, and 
demaned of us acts of faith. 13. That it could 
not furnish an accqunt of the origin of man con: 
sidered in his physical and his moral life. On 
the leading features of man’s moral nature and 
his mental constitution the lecturer dwelt with 
special emphasis—On the motion of the Bishop 
.of Nelson, seconded by Sir Joseph Fayrer, thanks 
were voted to the Duke of Argyll and Dr. de 
Pressensé.
